The pioe tribe, althongh amoung the
ollest of plant ereations stili exisling,
seen to b less niderstoad in regard to
their struetnre than any otlior oluss,
indging from the nnmber of papers
abont them continnully appedring in
soientifle jorvuals,  Among the sngges:
tions of recent vears X one that what
wo eall pine leaves (** ueedles™) nre potb
leaves in the same swense as the leaves
of plants geserally are, but modifled
brunclies ; whiol, a8 the trne leaves are
not developed, have to take on them-
selves somewhal the clinmeter of legves
and perform the leal’s nsmnl offioss, A
reccut paragraph in Eoglish papers
oalla attention to the many uses to
which pine “‘leaves" are put. It is
said that a sort of * flannel”™ is made
from the fiber of the leaves, snd thast
the refuse ufter the fiber has been sepa-
rated furnishes gas to earry on the fiber
factory, Tt fs wingnlnr that disotels.
donous planta generally yield wo fibor-
giving leaves, Thess dre chiefly con-
fined to yucons, palms, lilies, or grasses.
Homp, fAax, aod similar products are
nsunlly fornished by the stems when
derived from dieotyladons. The faot

Wa o not know what satisfaction Chi-
namen are giving in °73, but we have
some fuots abont them as laborers in "71,
Dr. Kittredge bronght fonrteen Chinn-
men from Coba to his plantation on the
Lafonrche, in 1868 or 69, They worked
very well for awhile, but were alow and
wenk. They st length became almost
wirthlesi: would not work ; stola eve-
rything they could put their hands on ;
made an assanlt on the manager with
their sheath-knives—swonld have killed
i but for the intervention of u fnith-
Ml negro with u six-shooter,  They were
a1l driven from the plantation,

Altor this over two hundred Chinamen
hinis to this state ;
one hnndred and fifteen were sent ton
plautation on the Lafourche, aud forty
wern placed on one plantstion and twen-
tv on another, in the purish of Terre-
bone,  The oue hondred and fifteen did
well fur awhile, but at length 4 portion
rati tway, others gave mnch tronble,
and we think there are none left on the
plantation at the present time, It cont
2230 n Liead to bring them from Ching,
bt thiey ean ba bronght to the state
for n mneh lower price.

The proprietor of the Milluudon plan-
tation, tear New Orleaus, brought one
lnmdred anid  forky-one Chingmen from
Californin throngh the agensy of one
Cum Wing, or Kimt Wing s it is some-
times writ en, Tt enst abont 812,000 to
hiring thoew to the plantation and start
They hind not been b
work many weeks when Qom Wing made
liis appearanee on the plantatien, When
the Chinanen lieard of it they made a
mnve in o mass on the honse, oaptufed
O Wing, took him to their quarters,
took sway hin Lat, cont and boots, hnd
it wits thonght they would kill him,
The pluter, ngent, overseer and ne-
mroes, conld have no inflnence in re
straining the wrath of the pigtails.
They hnd to send for the eity polics who,
stitwlned them with their clobs and
threutensl them with six-shooters, The
canse of the mose wus that the Chinn-
men were dissatisfied with their con-
traot, aud demanded that Com Wing
aud the planter shonld change it, At
another tine the oversser was compellid
to shoot one of them, wonnding him in
the arm. The whole body of them,
nrmed with knives, olnbs, azes and
hlndgeons, pursned him to the planter's
honse, demanded hiz blood, aud could
not be restrained by any one,  They are
wiid to have been the most dinholical
erowil thiut ever assembled in wnd nround
New Orleans.  Their eyes and counten-
anees  were like those of inecarnate
fiends. They were determined to search
the Louseé in spite of the plantar, but
the overseer escaped to Grefns, aul
never eame bael agiin,

dischnrged ; forty ran away; twonly-
five weot to work for a planter up the

They have generally bad the name
of being unfaithfol, olanish, sordid,
slow and weak, and have in ull the in-
stances we liave heard of dissppointed
their employers sadly,

Most of the Chinamen who were ou
plantations in 1870 and 1871, we think,
have gone to the cities and villages to
hunt np lght and easy work, and to the
yorth and west, sud to Oalifornis,
We can hear of none on rhe Lafourehe
or in Terrebonne, thongh some planters
may yet employ them. They may have
reformod sinee 1871, and may be doing
wall on a dosen plantations in the state,
bnt we liave no information to that ef-
foet,

Onp planter onece said he wished there
were o million of them in the state,
We think n million wonld seal the doom

timber, by immersing it for some time
in sea water, after it Lins been seasoned,
is generally admitted to promobe its du-
rability, There are some experiments
which appear to show that, after the dry
rot has commenced, immersion in salt

water effeotually checks its progress and
preserve the remainder of the timber,

If carc be taken to renew the ocout of
paint 8 often ss it decays, wood
outside of the buildings may be -
i lust for eentnrias: psint,
po preservikive against the intemnal or
